It is possible that the lad will be a cripple 
for life if nothing more serious occurs. He 
had a high fever Thursday morning and 
Was in great pain. 

The physician who is charged as above

forty years. He is 73 years old and is a 
Kentuckian by birth. He _ served in the 
Union army as surgeon and at the close of 
the war opened an office down town in this 
city and for years enjoyed a lucrative prac- 
tice.

WILLIAM SETTLE 
AND HIS WIVES 


ONE DIVORCED WHILE HE FLED 
FROM THE OTHER. 


HE WANTS HIS PROPERTY. 


An Old Man of Bigamous Propensities 
Claims That He Got “The 
Double Cross.’’ 


The much married William Settle has re- 
turned to St. Louis. He is heré to look af- 
ter his suit against Mrs. Annie Settle and 
Charles Dauernheim, Jr., and wife to re- 
cover $60,000 worth of real estate which he 
alleges Mrs. Settle ‘‘worked him’’ for before 
she obtained a divorce last winter. 

Settle is rooming at The Rest, a Broad- 
way lodging house for men. One result 
of his return to St. Louis was the filing of 
an amended petition in his suit in Circult 
Judge Flitcraft’s court room Thursday. An- 
other was the revelation of a few addition- 
al details concerning his adventures. 

When Mrs. Settle filed her suit for di- 
vorce it developed that another Mrs. Settle 
and several little Settles were in existence 
in London, England, for, in spite of his 
65 years and his name Mr. Settle could 
never settle down, 

Settle used to conduct one of the largest 
retail crockery and chinaware establish- 
ments tn St. Louis.. He found time to take 
a trip to Europe every summer. As he rep- 
resented that his health necessitated the 
trips, Mrs. Settle suspected nothing until 
she received a letter from the other woman. 
Then it developed that about. eighteen 
months ago, Settle married Kitty Harris, 
whom he had been visiting and supporting 
in London for fifteen years 

In the amended petition for the re-tmans- 
fer of the $60,000 worth of property, Settle 
alleges that Charles Dauernheim, Jr., to 
whom Settle alleges he conveyed his prop- 
erty and who re-conveyed it to Mrs. Set- 
tle, is hig son-in-law. His lawyer claims 
that Settle did not discover this relationship 
until recently. Dauernheim is a prominent 
wall-paper dealer. 

Settle claims that he never legally mar- 
ried Mrs.. Settle of St. Louis, but in his 

etition he calls her his wife and says that 

y reason of the relationship she gained his 
confidence and that being greatly debili- 
tated and impaired in mind he yielded to 
her entreaties in August, 1896, and agreed 
to take a trip to Europe for his health and 
convey his property to her to hold until his 
return. 

He alleges that Mrs Settle accompanied 
him tq Union Station Oct. 7, when he started 
for Europe, and two days later filed suit for 
divorce alleging that Settlehad left ‘his usual 
place of abode and could not be served with 
notice of the suit by the ordinary process. 
By this means she obtained an order for pub- 
lication of the notice. 

Since Settle’s return to St. Louis it has 
developed that a charge of bigamy was 
placed against him in London, England, by 
the Mrs. Settle of that place, and that ac- 
cordingly he did not linger long on his Eu- 
ropean trip last fall. It is stated that he had 
nothing to fear, however, as the English 
law provides that bigamy cannot be pun- 
ished unless the. bigamous marriage was 
contracted in the British Isles. As Settle 
married Kitty Harris in Nova Scotia, he 
could not be reached by the law even if 
there was proof that he was guilty of big-

Since Settle’s return to the United States 
he has made his home in Cincinnati. He 
has retained Lawyers Sale & Sale, Ches- 
ter H. Krum and James L. Hopkins to con- 
duct his case. <A demurrer to his original 
etition was recently sustained by Judge 
literaft, hence the amended petition,which 
is made up almost entirely of new matter.

JAIL SURE. 


HER COACHMAN LOST HIS JOB. 


Judge Withrow Heard Her Statement 
and Decided Frank Walker’s Ex- 
cuse Was a Subterfuge. 


Frank Walker is a colored coachman out 
of a job. The excuse he tendered in Judge 
Withrow’s court for not being ‘present 
when his name was called got his mistress, 
Mrs. Isaac D. Kelley, into trouble and she 
was cited to appedt and tell her version of 
the story. 

As told in Wednesday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, Frank Walker in making his excuses 
for failing to appear as a witness in a 
murder trial, said it was the fault of his 
mistress. He gaid he was ordered to hitch 
up the carriage and drive to numerous 
places and he was unable to come because 
Mrs. Kelley’s demands were imperative and 
he feared to disobey. 

Judge Withrow considered Walker's ex- 


cuse a valid one, if true, and a citation was 
issued commanding Mrs. Kelley to appear in 
court and show cause why she should not 
be committed for interfering with the court. 

Mrs. Kelley is a handsome and refined 
woman, and has a dread of any court. The 
fear that she might be sent to jail worried 
her not a little. The citation was made re- 
turnable at 9:30 o’clock Thursday morning. 
Mrs. Kelly was at the Four Courts before 8 
o'clock. Even the grafters were not around 
then. She was accompanied by R. L. Dix- 
on, her friend, Mrs. Eda Gibney, of 4334 
Washington avenue, and a colored servant, 
May Renfrow. 

Mrs. Kelley was very nervous. She spoke 
in a tremulous voice and looked ill at ease. 
She was heard to say that she had not 
slept a wink all night, and she eyed every 
person anxiously, expecting to see the 
Judge in whose hands she felt her fate re- 
posed. She was anxious to see him yet she 
dreaded it. It was the first time she hada 
evert seen the inside of the horrible Fou 
Courts, she said, and she frankly admitt@ 
that she was terrified. There was no at- 
tempt at frivolity on her part and no smile 
was seen on her face at any stage of the 
proceedings. 

When Judge Withrow finally entered the 
court at 9:30, and she learned who he was, 
she and her party followed him into his 
private office. : 

‘“Judge,’’ she said, in a pleading voice, 
“will we have to go in that big court room? 
Can you not examine me here in this little 
room?” 

The Judge complied with the request. 
“We just want to see who is to blame for 
the interruption of our court,’’ he said in 
kindly tones. ‘“‘Your coachman said it was 
your fault, and if it is, you will have to be 
punished. We will not condemn you, how- 
ever, without a hearing, and if you are not 
to blame, no harm will come to you. The 
court was delayed three hours yesterday, 
and I must know the reason. Three hun- 
dred persons were kept waiting, and the 
offense is so grave it must be thoroughly 
investigated.”

Possibility of the Matter Being Settled 

Out of Court by Paying a 
Penalty. . | 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 27.—The Scruggs case 
is still in abeyance, but every power possi- 
ble is being used to settle the matter out of 
court. Collector Kilbreth is said to have 
been impressed with the statements of 
Mr. Scruggs and Mr. Langhorne that they 
believed the presents were not taxable. If 
he decides to ask for clemency an indict- 
ment may not be returned. 

It is not improbable that the entire matter 
will be first submitted to Secretary Gage. 
If Mr. Gage tndorses the appeal for an out- 
of-court settlement, of course Attorney- 


General McKenna will respect it and not 
let District attorney McFarland send the 
matter to the Grand-jury. However, it is 
pretty certain that at best the seized goods 
will be confiscated and a penalty equal to 
the duty, or about $1,400 in all,, will be as- 
sesssed. 

Mr. Scruggs remains here pending a set- 
tlement of the affair. 

James McCreery, the well-known dry 
goods man, who is also foreman of the Fed- 
eral Grand-jury, is in a quandary, as he is 
a particular friend of Mr. Scruggs. Mr. 
McCreery has accompanied Messrs. Scruges 
and Langhorne to the Custom-house, and 
has vouched to Collector Kilbreth that Mr. 
Scruggs is a reputable and Righly esteemed 
merchant, whose business dealings always 
have been above reproach. 

If, in the ordimary course of events, the 
case proceeds, it will come before the Fed- 
eral Grand-jury, of which Mr. McCreery is 
foreman. This is what is disturbing Mr. 
McCreery. He has visited Col. Dudley F. 
Phelps, Chief of the Law Division of the 
Custom-house, to ask whether he could 
not be relieved from duty as foreman pend- 
ing the investigation of the Scruggs case, 
and he was advised by Col. Phelps to see 
the United States District Attorney in re- 
gard to the matter. 


HAVEMEYER FREE. 


The Court Sustained the Motion of the 
Defense and the Case Was 
Dismissed. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 27.—Interest 
in the trial of Henry O. Havemeyer, Presi- 
dent of the American Sugar Refining Co., 
for contumacy of the Senate Sugar Investi- 
gating Committee, was intensified this morn- 
ing by the pending motion of the defense to 
instruct the jury to bring in a verdict of not 
guilty. It was understood of course that if 
the Court should order an acquittal the 
case would come to an abrupt close, and 
that the iImdictments against John E. 
Searles, secretary of the refining company, 
and Messrs. Edwards and Shriver, the news- 
paper men, would probably be quashed. 

There was again the same crowd of dis- 
tinguished pergons present. When court 
opened District Attorney Davis entered on 
the reply to the motion of acquitta! which 
Mr. Havemeyer’s counsel argued yester- 
day. Mr..Davis took up the six propositions 
upon which the defense based the motion 
and met them seriatim, although not in the 
order laid down by the defense. 

Mr. Johnson replied at some length to the 
arguments of Mr. Davis, after which the 
court announced a recess till 1 o'clock, dur- 
ing which interval he would take the mo- 
tion of defendant’s counsel under advise- 


ment. 

The Court sustained the motion of the de- 
fense and the case against Havemeyer is 
dismissed.

MAY BE MORE FIGHTING. 


The Greek Government Is Preparing 
for Contingencies, 


LONDON, May 27.—The Athens correspon- 
dent of the Times says: It is beHeved that 
complications have arisen, oWing to the ad- 
vocacy of some of the Powers, including 
Russia, of a Turkish occupation of Thessaly 


until the indemnity is paid, and to England’s 
firm resistance to such a project. The 
Greek Government is preparing for a prob- 
able renewal of the war. 

A dispatch to th» Times from Larissa says 
the impression is general among the Turk- 
ish troops that there wil be moré fighting. 
A brigade of Rediffs has started for Phour- 
ma, armed with Mausers. 

The Athens correspondent of the Standard 
reports an interview with M. Ralli, in the 
course of which the Premier said that he 
was very grateful to England for her firm- 
ness, as this might result in saving the corn 
crop in Thessaly. valued at £1, f the 
Turkish troops should withdraw within a 
fortnight, he said, the crop might be har- 
vested, but if the withdrawal were delayed 
for a month, ‘tthe whole would be sacrificed, 
entailing a loss to Greece of quite £2,000,00, 
since, if. the crop were lost, the Govern- 
ment would be obliged to feed the peasants 
and to incur other expenses, . 


TO RETAIN THESSALY. 


Preparations by Turkey With That 
End in View. 


LONDON, May 27.—A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Vienna says that the Turke 
ish Government has mobilized 50,000 addi- 
tional troops, who are now In readiness to 


advance into Thessaly, and that the Gove 
ernment is making active preparations for 
a Turkish administration of the province. 

The correspondent of the Standard at 
Constantinople says: The Couneil of Min- 
isters has decided to prolong the armistice, 
It will refuse even to discuss the retroces- 
sion of Thessaly, but will leave the other 
points for consideration to the powers, So 
far as the note of the European arbitrators 
is concerned, there can be no doubt that, 
whether the Sultan is only bluffing or is the 
victim of popular pressure, a peace such as 
Europe expects cannot be arranged without 
risk of the greatest complication. 

The Grentl Vizier Saturday presented a 
report to the Sultan urging that the whole 
of Islam was fully determined to retain 
Thessaly, adding: “Your majesty proved 
victorious in Armenian and other matters 
when you firmly refused to be dictated to 
by Europe. . Therefore, you pews be equal- 
ly firm on this occasion, ut if my visit 
are unpalatable to your majenty, L beg o 
you to accept of my resignation.’ 


It now appears that the armistice Was 
originally for three days only, and nothing 
but the energy of the powers secured an Xe 
tension for a fortnight. 


JUDGE BUFORD'S SUICIDE.

He was one of a4he leading lawe- 
yers of Kentucky, had been Judge of the 
Common Pleas Court, Master Commissioner 
of Fayette County and held many other po- 
sitions of truet. 

Through his father, Henry Buford, he 
was descended from the pioneers of that 
name. Through his mother, Elizabeth 
Marshall. he was related to Chief Justice 
Marshall and other members of that dis- 
tinguished family.

POOLING BILL 
10 BE REPORTED. 


SENTIMENT OF THE SENATE COM- 
MITTEE FAVORABLE. 


ANTAGONIZED BY CHANDLER. 


He Made a Bitter Speech in Opposition, 
Denouncing All Railrvad 
Pools as Trusts. | 


—_——- 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce prac- 
tically agreed to-day upon the final amend- 
ments to the Foraker pooling biil, which 
there will be an effort to have reported at 
the next meeting of the committee, to be 
held a week from to-day. The votes taken 
on amendments to-day leave little doubt 
that the committee’s recommendations will 
be favorable to the measure when reported. 

The bill has been perfected and wouid 
have been reported to-day but for the op- 


position of Senator Chandler who is antag- 
onistis tu the pooling bill. He made 4& 
speech before the committee denouncing 
railroad pools as trusts. , 

The amendments agreed upon are numer- 
ous and important. The first of these is 
one limit'ng the existence of pool'ng con- 
tracts to four years. Another amendment re- 
lating to orders of disapproval by the com- 
mission will be read as follow:: 

“The effect of any order of disapproval, 
whether made up on the investigation aad 
consideration of any such contract in the 
first instance, or ‘n any subsequent pro- 
ceeding after the same has gone into effect, 
shall be to render the contract to which 
such order relates unlawft] and non-en- 
forceable after the date so-fixed, except as 
to Any claims between the parties to such 
contract’ arising prior to same.’’ 

There js also an ‘mportant change in the 
provis'ons relating to favorit'sm in the way 
of rates, false b’lling. cassifications and 
weights. In the original bili the offendefs in 
either case were mafle subject to pun’‘sh- 
mert only a fine of $5.00 and for only one 
offense. The sect on is amended so as to 
provide a fine of $5,000 for the first offense 
and “for e’ther a fine of $5.000 or ‘mprison- 
ne for one year far each subsequent of 
ense,’”’ 

Section 15 of the existing law is amended 
by the addition of -.the following: 

‘That it shall be the duty of the Commis- 
sion if there shall appear to be reasonable 
ground therefor in any case to investigate 
all cemplaints in writing, made and veri- 
fied as provided itn section 13 of this act, 
relating to.,the rates, fares, charges, 
facilities or practices of any com- 
mon Cari ‘er or carriers subject 
to the provis‘ons of this act; 
and whenever the commission, after due no- 
tice to such carrier or carriers and reasona- 
ble opportunity for them to be heard, shall 
find that any such rates, fares, charges, fa- 
cilities or practices are in any respect ex- 
cessive or unreasonable or result in any un- 
just discrimination as between individuals, 
localities or afticles of traffic, or are other- 
wise in contravention of any of the provis- 
ions of this act. the commission §sha!! 
£0 report and shall thereupon 
issue an order requiring any such rates,

CHICAGO, Ill, May 27.—The Post says 
to-day: Bradford K. Durfee, late Super- 
intendent of the Department of Insurance 
for the State of Illinois, has not yet settled 


with the State. He went out of office May 
5, turning over to James R. B. Van Cleave, 
the new Superintendent, all the books, rec- 
ords and furniture of his office and holding 
receipts. from the Auditor, which showed he 
had paid into the State Treasury about half 
a million dollars, the cash income of his 
office. 

Mr. Durfee, in the four years of his in-

withheld from the State, its rightful owner 
—and it was at the time of his retirement 
the amount that the last Insurance Com- 
missioner failed to pay.

NEW YORK, May 27.—Col. T. M. Camp- 
bell’s resignation as General Manager of the 
International & Great Northern Railroad 
was forced, says a reliable source, because 
Campbell's persistent advocacy of the in- 
come tax, free trade and free silver em- 
barrassed George.Gould, to whose attention 
Mr. Campbell’s activity in the last cam- 
paign in Texas, and his public utterances 
since then, were brought by the National 
Republican Committee. 

Suggestions were made to Campbell that 
his course was detrimental to the interests 
of his employers, but,nothing resulted until 
Campbell was in New York City last week 
on business connected with the road, when 
he had a conference with Gould. 

After the discussion of railroad affairs Mr. 
Gould is said to have referred to the polit- 
ical theories Campbell had been actively 
advocating. Under present conditions 
Gould is declared to have said that agita- 
tions of these questions would have a harm- 
ful effect and he tnquired if aagyn te could 
not modify his views, or keep silent about 
them. Campbell is said to have declared 
that he believed absolutely in the principles 
he advocated and that he meant to continue 
to work for their establishment. He there- 
fore resigned.

RIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


SUBJECT OF ORGANIC UNION. 


Ready to Unite With the Southern 
Church When the Lord Shall 
Open the Way. 


EAGLE LAKE, Ind., May 27.—The in- 
terests of the American Sabbath Union oc- 
eupied the time of the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly during the first half hour 
to-day usually devoted to devotional exer- 
cises. Dr. J. W. Hathaway, President of 
the Union, presided, and said the desecra- 
tion of the Sabbath in America had no par- 
allel in Europe. 

A report was made by Dr. Withrow of 
the Committee on Bills and Overtures con- 
cerning organic union with the Southern 
Presbyterian Church. The following an- 
swer was made and adopted by the assem- 
bly: 

“We reiterate our readiness to take ac- 
tive steps towards such union as soon as 
the Lord in His providence shall open the 
way.” 

An official letter and salutations were 
ordered sent to the general synod of the 
German Reformed Church, 

A negative answer was sent to the re- 
quest of the National Temperance Unton 
that the assembly send a delegate to their 
convention. 

A committee of fifteen was ordered ap- 
ofnted, representative of all shades of opin- 
on in the church, to arrange a plan of co- 
operation and harmonize alll interests en- 
gaged in the work of home missions. The 
importance of this action lies in the fact 
that the contest over the Board of Home 
Missions in the Assembly this week grew 
eee of differences of opinion upon this sub- 
ect. 

The judicial committee, Dr. Minton, chair- 
man, reported recommending that as the 
Assembly had already adjusted the matter 
Dr. R. R. Booth and others be allowed to 
withdraw the appeal against the synod of 
New York. This had-reference to what was 
done in enjoining Presbyteries from receiv- 
ing students of Union Seminary under their 
care with a view to licensure. 

A report was made by Rev. W. H. Hub- 
bard, editor of the denominational paper, 
the Assembly Herald, upon the work done 
by him. He said the paper was not in ac- 
cord with the boards of the church because, 
unlike them, it was out of debt, self-sup- 
orting and had a bank balance, One hun- 
red and twenty thousand copies have been 
circulated each month at an annual sub- 
Scription of ten cents each. It was also re- 
ered that the Congregational Church has 
oflowed the example of the committee.

RAILWAY BILL 


TAKEN UP BY A MARGIN CF ONE 
VOTE. 


YERKES PUSHING 


IT ALONG. 


Sensational Scene Between Allen and 
Needies and the Enacting 
Clause Remains Intact. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 27.—Contrary to 
expectations Chairman Allen, of the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary, did not report the 
Yerkes’ street railway bill in the House yes- 
terday afternoon, but his own instead. His 
bill amends the present law by giving power 
to city councils to extend railway franchises 
fifty years. There was a fight on the meas- 
ure, but it was finally advanced to second 
reading and made a special order for Thurs- 
day at 11 o’clock. Curtis was not in the 
chair yesterday, but even if he had been the 
bill would have been made a special order 
as it was on his ‘remarkable rulings that 
Acting Speaker Selby recognized a prece- 
dent thus allowing the bills to be advanced. 

When Allen made the committee report 
the House was considering special orders, 
and was in consequence working under a 
suspension of the rules. Speaker Curtis has 
continually held this eession that in a case 
of this sort it is not necessary to have a 
two-thirds vote to take up another subject 
under a euspension of the rules, as the 
House is already out of regular order. 
Points of order have been repeatedly made 
that when the House works on special or- 
ders its rules are suspended only for @ 
specific purpose, but Curtis has always held 
the point of no force. The advocates of the 
Allen bill had a majority of the House 
Wednesday and under the rules laid down 
eariy in the session the bill was piloted over 
on shoals and safely en route to Yerkes- 
Ville. 

It is said on good authority that the plan 
is, if the bill ever gets to the Senate, to 
amend it to suit Yerkes and oher street 
railway men. The bill will then be sent 
to the House, and it only requires a ma- 
jority of that body to cause it to concur in 
the amendments. ‘The scheme was con- 
cocted by some Of the most adroit parila- 
mentarians in the Senate, and the simple 
amendment of the street railway act Dy 
making it possible for the City Council 
to grant a fifty-year extension of franchise 
is a blind that will catch many House mem- 
bers who believe that the present law 
should be amended. 

The opponents of-the Allen bill caused 
the journal to be read through this morn- 
ing The Allen bill was made a special order 
on second reading for 11 o'clock to-day by a 
vote of 67 ayes to 66 nays. Evidence was 
offered that the roll call had been tam- 
ered with when O’Donnell demanded that 
e be recorded in the negative. He said he 
had walked to the clerk’s desk when the 
roll was called and asked to be recorded in 
the negative. Acting Speaker Selby, who 
is a friendly Indian to the bill, held that 
the journal had been approved. There was 
such an uproar at this decision that Selby 
was forced to record O’Donnell in the nega- 
tive. This let down the bars to the roll 
fall and Carmody promptly had himself re- 
corded in the affirmative on the statement 
that he had so voted pastenany. This left 
the advocates still a margin of one to the 
good. Bryant insisted that he was recorded 
negatively when in fact he had not voted at 
all. is request to have his name stricken 
from the roll was ignored. 

The Allen bill was not called up until 
nearly 11 o'clock, as the bill had not been 
brought from the printer. Mr. Allen called 
up the measure and it was read a second 
time. 

After the Allen bill. had been read Mr. 
Allen offered an amendment which provides 
that wherever the franchise sought is for 
a longer period than twenty years the ques- 
tion shall be submitted to a vote of the

The discussion of the Allen bill ended in 
a personal battle between Allen and Needles. 
Allen in the course of his speech alluded to 
those who did not favor the bills as cowards, 
who would not vote their honest convictions. 
He concluded by moving the previous ques- 
tion. This cut Needles off from debate, and 
amid much confusion he called Allen a 
coward. Both men were at a high pitch 
of excitement. They tried to climb over 
the seats to reach each other. They shook 
their fists and called out anathemas which 
were drowned in the uproar. 

The motion to strike out the enacting 
clause was voted down by a vote of 67 yeas 
to 84 nays. Allen’s referendum amendment 
was then adopted Vy a viva voice vote. 

McLauchan offered an amendment which 
was rejected, compelling the payment of 
employes at the rate of at least 22% cents 
an hour. 

Selby moved that the bill be made a spe- 
clal order for Friday at 11 o’clock. Tisdel 
made the point of order that the motion 
carried with it a suspension of the rules 
and required a two-thirds vote. This point 
was held to be good by Speaker Curtis, and 
ee iby appealed from the decision of the 
chair.

ARE LUNATICS,” 


LUNACY A DISEASE AND DISEASE 
MAY BE MICROBIC. 


SUCH IS DR. HUGHES’ OPINION. 


Expert Views on a French Doctor’s 
Discovery That Love Is a 
Disease Germ, 


All well-regulated society is more or less 
agitated over the discovery by Dr. Janet, of 
Paris, that love is a malady, a disease, a 
sickness, due to germs, microbes and other 
scientific animalculae. 

It is enough to shake the foundations of 
government to learn that, through ages of 
ignorance and superstition, men and women 
have been burning incense to an immodest 
littl Cupid, when they should have estab- 
lished quarantine against a prosaic infec- 
tion, as they would against lumpy jaw and 
the glanders, 

Dr. Janet’s theory is that a person in love 
is a person diseased, and that no man or 
woman in sound bodily and mental health 


is liable to its contraction, It is, therefore, 
only communicable when the system is de- 
bilitated, the mind depressed, the moral na- 
ture groping in darkness for help from some 
unseen force. 

Then it is, the little wrigg! ing worm called 
love, gets tn its nicest work. Once poisoned, 
the world changes color for the victim and 
his unbalanced intellect turns human af- 
fairs topsy-turvey. 

The learned physician does not yet sa 
whether innoculation would’ be effectual. 
but this drastic treatment generally follows 
in the wake of all germ and microbe dis- 
coveries, and may be expected as the ra- 
tional preventive. 

An instance of the safety of one vaccin- 
ated against the love baccitllus may be im- 
agined. A beautiful young woman, almost 
fatally diseased by the love microbe, walks 
out towards Forest Park and meets a hand- 
some young neighbor. She is unaware that 
the infection she carries <~ be communi- 
cated. But in the irresponsibility of her mal. 
ady, she says: 

“Oh, Algernon, what a beautiful evening! 
a an scent the odor of violets in the atmos- 

ere,’”’ 

*““Yaas, possibly,’’ says Algernon, who has 
been vaccinated, and it took. “splendid 
weathah, I’m suah. Just the right thing, 
they tell me, for putting out onion sets and 
burning brush heaps, don’t you know.” 

Then the blushing sufferer passes on, with 
mild disgust, to find the physical soundness 
of the man had warded off the microbe with 
which she would have innocently infected 
him. In other words. man must be in condl- 
tion to receive the disease, or else it passes 
him by, just as would the mumps or the 
whooping cough. 

And this is no joke, either. It is the solemn 
conviction of one of the world’s great scieu- 
tists, who has with his researches uncov- 
ered a mystery which for al! ages untold, 
has baffled the scrutiny of the world. 

Thus, when Adam slept beneath the 
shades of Eden's garden, he caught a bad 
cold, which rapidly developed into an ag- 
gravated case of love. Eve happened along 
and everybody knagvs the rest. It may have 
been that Eve caused the infection to be- 
gin with. It was she who ate the unripe and 
worm-bitten apple; it was she who gave it 
unto Adam, and the record is that “he did 
eat thereof. 

‘Then love broke out in veritable pos- 
tules, and the victims wandered out over 
the earth in search of nature's remedy 
and eventually died ——— in a spasm of 
ecatacy precuilar to the malady they pos- 
sessed. 

The man who ran down hill and jumped 
into the sea because he was possessed of 
seven devils, was possibly a victim of iIn- 
correct diagnosis. Mayhap he had the love- 
sickness, the germ which Janet declares 
has spread itself unhindered through the 


world. 

Dr. Theodore W. Conzelman, 2901 Morgan 
street, is a bacteriologist of more than local 
reputation, and in the course of a large 
practice has had much ex ence witn 
microbes. Upon this recent discovery of 
Dr. Janet, he said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
orter: 

Pelt is an easy matter to run the microbe 
theory into the ground. Not all sickness 
is caused by a germ, and to say that the 
sentiment which actuates all human activ- 
ity is a disease, is getting a trifie In ad- 
vance of the procession, 

Nature sustains itself by procreation. 
Procreation, viewed from the purest stand- 
point, is the unconscious concomitant of 
the passion we call dove. It is ridiculous 
therefore, to say that the continuance o 
man upon the earth is dependent on the 
degree of rashness with which he ex 
himself to love's infection. Still, Dr.

any given subject to the exclusion of all 
others. This results in a form of mania, 
Wherein the victim excites the risibilities 
not the sympathy of his fellow beings, just 
as one child laughs at another who has the 
measles. 

“The fact that love seems to have its sea- 
sons, and that spring is the favorite, may 
be assumed by Dr. Janet as proof of his 
theory, but he cannot thus account for the 
fact that when the season is passed the vic- 
tims continue in the same condition, in a 
pnasertty of instances, throughout their 
lives. hey would not be cured if they 
could.’’ 

Dr. Charles H. Hughes, the noureeees 
and alicnist, Vandeventer avenue and Olive 
Street, was asked by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter whether he considered love a dis- 

se. 

“Yes,” said the doctor, “love is a disease 
and itisnot. There is normal] and abnormal 
love. There is natural and unnatural love. 
The unnatural and abhorent loves are 
usually diseased loves. Esquinal, the great 
alienist of France, wrote on erotomania, or 
love from or with madness, and nymphonia 
an insane love fury, and drew the line o 
demarcation between them and natural and 
healthy love, a half century ago. Benja- 
min Rush, in the beginning of the century, 
and Kraft-Ebing Arnold and others have 
lately written books on phases of perverted 
love aad the sexual instinct which are 
startling and due to demonstrable disease. 

‘“‘No microbe of love will ever be discov- 
ered. Of course, but wrong and morbid 
manifestations of love may be found asso- 
ciated with microbe-engendered disease af- 
fecting the brain. 

“This is about the real scientific status on 
this subject, divested of all sentiment. 
Many lovers are lunatics, and the lunacy is 
disease, and disease is often microbic.’’ 


RABBI SAFT DEAD. 


Fell Out of the Window in a Death 
Struggle With Paralysis. 


Rabbi Heyman Saft, aged 54 years, died 
of paralysis Wednesday evening at his 
home, 1923% Carr street. 

He tad retired to the parlor after finish- 
ing ‘his evening meal, and was reading the 
paper, when the stroke came. ‘He pitched 
backward from the chair, his head cragh- 
ing through the window. Five physicians 
were summoned, but the clergyman was 


dead. 

Rabbi Saft came to St. Louts three years 
ago to assume charge of the B'nai Amoona 
congregation, at irteenth and Carr 
streets, One year later he was stricken with 
paralysis, losing almost the entire use of 
his right arm and leg. This necessitated 
his retirement from active life, and most 
of the time he has spent in wirting. Last 
summer about this time Tre had a second 
stroke, but it was slight. Wednesday he 
accompanied his wife down town, and 
seemed more cheerful than usual at the 
tea table. 

He leaves a wife and six children, 

The funeral will take place Friday after- 
noon at 1 o'clock from his late residence.

THE COST OF ST. LOUIS PRIDE. 

It would have been better, if the inter- 
ests of individuals are to be considered, 
if the city of St. Louis had accepted the 
offers of financial assistance whicn 
poured in upon her after the cyclone that 
occurred here a year ago to-day. 

St. Louis may say with pride, ‘the 
waste places are rebuilt,’’ but while this | 
is true in general, it is not in particular. 
There are a few dismantled homes that 
will never be rebuilt.

The truth is that we have maintained 
our civic pride at the expense of some 
of our most deserving and unfortunate 
citizens, The response of St. Louis to the 
financial demand of her great calamity 
was magnificent, but the great mass of 
the contributions came from the middle | 
and poorer classes of society. The rich, 
@s usual, buttoned up their pockets. 

We might have kept honest and un- 
fortunate men out of the hands of shy. 
locks if we had but opened our hands to 
receive as we opened our hearts to give. | 
A Lyman J. Gage, who loaned thousands 
to stricken Western farmers on no other 
security than a promise to pay, would 
have been to St. Louis, in her extremity, 
a host within himself. Lacking him, or 
men like him, we should not have turned 
away from proffered help. We have kept 
our pride at the sacrificé of many who 
have claims upon our protection and our 
care,

NO COMPROMISE WITH INFAMY. 

The forces behind the new bill to en- 
rich street car corporations at public ex- 
pense, which is ready to be reported by 
the Illinois House Judiciary Committee, 
are evidently afraid of that public opinion 
which makes itself felt even at Spring- 
field, Their plan to introduce the bill 
of infamy at Tuesday's session and rush 
it through three successive readings on 
three successive days did not materialize. 
“The opposition wes greater than ex- 
pected,” Springfield dispatches say. 

Some of these dispatches add that “a 
bill to which there can be practically no 
Objection” is now being prepared. How 
can any Dill proposing to take away the 
rights of local communities for the pur- 
pose of extending charters five or six 
years before they expire be so prepared 
that it will be unobjectionable?

THE GLOBE-DEMOCRAT WOBBLES. 

On October 10, 1896, the Globe-Democrat 
said editorially: 

If the condemnation of Bryan at the polls 
turns out to be as sweeping and emphatic 
as it ought to be and as conservative people 
are beginning to think It will be, a business 
boom like that which started with the re- 
sumption of gold payments in 1879 will set in 
IMMEDIATELY AFTDPR THE ELECTION. 

That editorial, and many like it, was 
printed before the election, while the 
Globe-Democrat was energetically help- 
ing the Republican leaders and organs to 
bunko the voters into electing McKinley 
as the Advance Agent of Prosperity. Now 
that the bunkoed voters have been wait- 
ing vainly more than six months for the 
promised prosperity, and are beginning 
to grow restive and impatient, the Globe- 
Democrat is beginning to jeer at them 
for believing the predictions, and to deny 
that any such predictions or promises 
were made. On May 22, 1897, it said edl- 
torially: 

What Republican leader or Republican pa- 
per ever said good times would come the 
day, the week or the month after election? 
Such a prediction would have been absurd. 
The supposition that the four years of trade 
stagnation would give place to a business 
boom immediately after the defeat of the 
revolutionist party and the election of the 
conservative ticket was so inherently ridicu- 
lous that nobody made it out loud. 
Convicted from its own files of having 
itself made precisely these “absurd’’ and 
“ridiculous” predictions, and of having 
made them “out loud,” the Globe-Demo- 
crat hedges, and in its issue of to-day 
(May 27) declares editorially that pros- 
perity has come, that ‘‘the signs of good 
times are multiplying,” and that “those 
who dispute them are those to whom 
prosperity is a political extinguisher.” 

The Globe-Democrat’s wobbling re- 
minds us of the defense put in by the 
young attorney whose client was arrested 
under the charge of having borrawed a 
kettle and returned it cracked. His 
defense was, first, that the kettle was 
cracked when he borrowed it; second, 
that it was whole when he returned it; 
third. that he never borrowed the kettle 


at all.

THE CUBAN SITUATION. | 

The indignant refusal by Spain to con- 
sider any offer for the sale of Cuba may 
mean much or little, according to the 
exigencies of Spanish politics. 

If the Canovas Ministry remains in 
power there will be no abatement of the 
lofty tone which that Ministry has felt 
obliged to assume and maintain. The 
nobility of the old Castilian blood which 
animates and inspires Canovas’ policy 
would rather lose Cuba by war than sur- 
render it by compromise. 

But the Liberal party of Spain, of 
which Sagasta is the head, has less of 
the old Castilian spirit, as it has but 
little of the old Castilian blood in its 
ranks. If it comes into power it will 
be open to negotiations on a money 
basis. And there seems little doubt of 
its accession to power within thirty days. 
Popular forces in Spain are working to 
that end, and the foreign Queen Regent, 
seeking to retain the Bourbon throne for 
her son, will throw the influence of the 
court to any party or policy which pro- 
poses to save Spain from bankruptcy and 
a revolution. 

It is the part of the United States to 
hold themselves in readiness if belliger- 
ency is declared, either for war or for 
business negotiations, in which they will 
naturally take a large part.

WHY WE DON’T PROSPER. 

The Post-Dispatch, proving from of- 
ficial figures that the Wilson-Gorman 
tariff law has given this country favor- 
able trade balances larger than were ever 
reached before, has frequently asked: 
“Why don’t we prosper?” The question 
is important and calls for an answer, but 
none of the gold organs have attempted 
to answer it. 

But it is effectually answered in the of- 

ficial statistics. In 1895 our exports were 
$807,538,165. Our imports that year were 
$731,969,965; balance in.our favor, $75,568,- 
200. Such a balance, however, owing to 
the low prices forced by a gold standard, 
paid only about one-third of our annual 
interest debt to England on her invest- 
ments in this country. 
A comparison of the prevailing prices 
of 1895 with those of 1873 will show what 
we are losing and why we don’t prosper. 
On the basis of prices in 1878, our exports 
in 1895 would have been worth $1,769,061,- 
o84, and our imports $1,152,552,587, leaving 
a balance of trade in our favor of $616,- 
008,997; enough to pay our annual foreign 
debt and leave $366,000,000 to our credit. 
We would then be taking money in in- 
stead of sending it out.

What we lose England,in large measure, 
In reviewing the statistics of in- 
ternational trade for this same year (1895) 
the London Statist of Jan. 11, 1896, said: 

The cash value of our imports in 1895 
was $2,083,335,000, but at the level of prices 
(1890) the value. would have been no less 
than $2.535,000,000. The benefit, therefore, 
from the fall in prices of foreign and 
colonial producé in 1895, compared with T&80, 
thus amounts to the enormous sum of $450.- 
G00 000 

What we have lost in the constant fall 
of prices under the gold standard is not 
destroyed. It is not withdrawn from cir- 
culation, It goes abroad and becomes a 
part of that “international exchange” of 
which we hear so much. Our total losses 
under the present system have amounted 
to billions of dollars. Ard they are con- 
tinuing losses. They are coincident with 
a restricted money standard which has 
forced lower prices and keeps forcing 
them lower. 

But perhaps Mr, McKinley’s bimetallic 
commissioners can persuade England to 
abandon her advantage in order to serve 
our convenience and profit. 
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The postmaster of Higbee, who is 
charged with shaking a flag in the face 
of the head of the Hessian ticket last 
year and ‘‘calling him names,” has been 
removed by Mr. McKinley. It does not 
appear, however, that the new appointee 
is a “gold Democrat.”

The issue in the contempt. ease inst 
the sugar magnates Searles and Have- 
meyer is not to be confounded! With that 
which arose in the case against Chapman, 
Effort will be made by the apologists for 
the monopolists to establish thé identity 
of the two issues, but they differ in fact 
greatly in their comparative gravity. 

Chapman now lies in jail because he re- 
fused to tell what, if any, Senators specu- 
lated in Sugar Trust certificates through. 
him while the sugar schedule of the Wilson 


his offense the statute prov:ded a certain 
penalty, which he is now undergoing. . His 
conviction was proper; his pardon—so stren- 
uously urged upon President McKinley— 
would have been highly impraper. There is 
much sympathy for him, yet chiefly, we 
think,-of a mistaken and indefensible sort. 
Many well meaning people look upon the 
broker as having acted according to the 
plain dictates of, honor in not betraying 
his customers. But if—as even the sympa- 
thizers with Chapman are generally agreed 
—speculation by men engaged in lawmaking 
‘is a dishonorable betrayal of the interests 
committed by the public to them, Chap- 
man’s protection of the offenders can be 
defended neither from the standpoint of 
honor nor of patriotism. 

But in the case of the accused now about 
to be brought to book there can be no con- 
fusion of judgment. The information 
sought by the committee, which they re- 
fused, was whether théir corporation, the 
Sugar Trust, made contributions to political 
campaign funds expecting pdlitical favors 
in return. The issue which was raised by 
this pertinent and searching question ts 
ene of the very gravest importance. Money 
year by year becomes more of a power in 
our politics. The alliance between corpora- 
tions and the officials in power becomes 
year by year closer. In return for lavish 
contributions to campaign funds, corpora- 
tions are permitted to effect nominations, 
to control officials, and to demand as of 
right special favors from the lawmaking 
bodies of the nation and of the State. These 
are matters of common notoriety, and the 
silence of Searles and Havemeyer, when 
pressed for confession of their part in de- 
bauching the public agencies, only inten- 
sifies the general belief. 

Out of the agitation which would spring 
from the appearance of these two corpora- 
tion magnates before a court, charged with 
concealing their own insidious attack on 
the integrity of the Senate, tnere should 
proceed effective legislation to prohibit all 
contributions from corporations for politi- 
cal ends. The spectacle of Mark Hanna 
and his inexhaustible barrel ought never 
again to appear in an American Presi- 
dential campaign. Insurance companies 
should be estopped from providing a Guber- 
natorial candidate with the sinews of war 
and then selecting his Superintendent of In- 
surance. Street railways should find no en- 
couragement to hope that their contribu- 
tions to a corruption fund will be rewarded 
by the appointment of a complaisant Cor- 
poration Counsel or a kindly Commissioner 
of Streets. 

The civil service reformers have largely 
done away with the evil of the office-brok- 
ing system in politites, but its place has 
been more threateningly filled by the sub- 
stitution of money as an incentive to 
political action. The new evil is Worse than 
the old, but could be as successfully com- 
bated if the class of men engaged in the 
warfare against the spoils system would 
re-enlist in the war against wholesale brib- 
ery and corruption.

son Co. This latter firm used its plant at’ 
Chicago heights as an experimenting sta- 
tion and gradually perfected the machine 
now owned by the Amercan Cotton Com- 
pany. 

Following their successes the other com- 
panies were brought into the fold and the 
contractors of all circular patents associat- 
ed together in the American Cotton Co. 
John HE. Searles put up the money for the 
Walbum-Swenson experiments and is un- 
derstood to have supplied the sinews of war 
to bring about the consolidation. 

Magnus Swenson, the perfector of the 
machine for making circular bales, thus de- 
scribes his apparatus: 

“This press was made horizontal instead 
of vertical, and the only pressure on the bale 
in the beginning was the resistance to slid- 
ing the movable roll horizontally. More- 
over, the adoption of a hydraulic cylinder 
connected with a very large air chamber 
made the pressure very yie omy. and easy 
to regulate automatically. he driving 
mechanism was also greatly simplified. 

‘There was, however, one difficulty caused 
by the bat of cotton stretching and sagging 
under the press. This was pyteree 4 over- 
come by the use of a smooth platen under 
the press, which kept the bat from break- 
ing, but it would cause the bat to fold over 
and give the bale a somewhat lumpy ap- 
pearance, This difficulty was at last over- 
come by the use of a broad endless belt 
eye | over the rolls and under the bale, 

ut unlike the belt press before referred to, 
the pressure on the bale is still imparted by 
the rolls; the belt merely serving to keep 
the bale in shape, and keep the bat from 
sagging, and incidentally serves an excel- 
lent purpose in putting the covering on the

Every attitude and action of the traders 
is enough to throw the good times fallacy 
back in the teeth of the men who uttered 
it before the election. The first thing that 
strikes an observer these days is the list- 


lessness of every man and boy on the floor, 
Vsitors stand in the gallery and look down 
at the pic and wonder when the little gath- 
ering of traders will get down to business. 

Only occasionally some one of the oper- 
ators raises his voicé and yells, just as a 
reminder of old times. There is no strug- 
pling and pushing now. There is no crowd- 
ng around the rie The great bulk of the 
members stand idly and indifferently by. 

ne cannot walk half the length of the 
hall without hearing half a dozen remarks 
made about prosperity and the men who 
romised it. Some of these remarks are not 
ighly complimentary to the powers that 
be in Washington, and few of them could 
be repeated in a drawing room. 

In the provision corner men sit daily as 
they have sat since last fall. There is an 
ocasional small trade to vary the monotony, 
but not enough business to justify the time 
spent on the floor. 

Stagnation is written all over the sample 
corner. The salesmen loll behind their ta- 
bles, run their fingers idly through the 
samples and wait for buyers that seldom 
come. 

The flour corner is practically deserted, 
as it has been for weeks. 

Even the expedient of trading in thou- 
sand bushel lots, which was hit upon as a 
hard times antidote, has not worked a 
change in the condition. The trading even 
in small lots amounts to little or nothing. 

In prosperous times every man on the 
floor is busy every minute in the session. 
Thursday a man acquainted on ’Change 
could have picked out 200 members who 
passed the morning doing nothing. The 
are the men who are clamoring for the ful- 
fillment of the McKinley prosperity pledge. 

The stock and bond brokers meet daily on 
the floor and hold a curb. Surely if the in- 
vestors were bringing out, their money and 
putting it in circulation it should be in 
evidence here. Yet curb after curb is held 
without a transaction being made, The bids 
and offers are given in a perfunctory sort 
of way and everybody concerned takes the 
curb as a huge joke. 

The revolt against McKinley and his false 
prophecies was begun ‘Thursday morning 
when Provision Broker M. E. Martin came 
on the floor, Mr, Martin walked in solemnly 
looking neither to the right or left. He looked 
like a man who had done something he was 
ashamed of. 

The nature of his offense was blazoned to 
the world by a badge on his coat. It was 
one of the “Sound Money’”’ parade badges, 
slightly altered to read: “I marched for 
McKinley and Sound Money, Oct. 81, 1896.” 

Mr. Martin walked the circuit of the 
hall slowly.

Populists held an indignation meeting here 
to discuss railroad freight rates, and this 


meeting afforded Gov. Leedy an opportun- | 


ity to spring a surprise upon the people of 
Kansas. After referring to the recent Su- 
preme Court decision, further curtailing 
the authority of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, he declared that the time had 
come for the people of the West to act, and 
he asserted that they must themselves fur- 
mish the needed relief from exorbitant 
freight rates. Thereupon he proceeded to 
outline a plan, which, he said, had been 


maturing for months. He announced that 
he appeared before the meeting as a repre- 
gentative of a company of railroad men, who 
desired to go into partnership with the pub- 
lic in the building of a railroad from some 
point in Central Nebarska, through Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Indian Territory and Texas to 
the Gulf. He said the company he spoke of 
was able and ready to complete the road, 

rovided the public would take the ma- 
Jority interest in it, and that the public 
need not put up one cent until the railroad 
should be completed. 

The proposition is that the States and 
municipalities shall hold the majority of 
etock. The men associated with him did not 
propose to take in any outside capital, save 
that of the States and municipalities, which 
would be in the majority, and they pro- 

sed to run the road themselves, or to al- 
ow the majority interests to run it. The 
stocks and bonds of the company it is pro- 
posed to issue through the Texas Railroad 
Commissioners or the commissions of the 
other States owning it, as might be agreed. 
Prominent Texans, the Governor sald, have 
expressed a willingness to take hold of the 
scheme, and he believes that Texas is will- 
irg to invest some of her $22,000,000 of sur- 
plus school funds in securing more equitable 
freight rates. It is claimed, too, that the 
4.400 convicts In Texas could be put to work 
on the road bed, the State receiving, pay for 
their labor in first mortgage bands. 

The Governor's plan was enthusiastically 
received.

SENATOR ‘KETCHUM DEAD. 


ll-Known Politician Passes Away | 
From Blood Poisoning. 


Ex-State Senator F. H. Ketchum died at 
3:20 o’clock at his late home, 3121 Lucas ave- 
nue, from blood poison. 

Mr, Ketchum was born in the city of St. 
Louis in 1833, matngy 64 years of age at the 
time of his death. In early life, before there 
was a railroad in Missouri, he went into the 
Southwest as a merchant. There he married 
Miss Kate Wickersham, by whom ‘he had 
two children, now Miss Sallie and James W. 
Ketchum. In 1860, ‘his first wife having died, 
he was married at Lebanon Springs to Miss 
Nannie J. Vernon, widow of Rev. Dr. Ver- 
non, and daughter of Judge McFale, one of 
the pioneer settlers.

It was his custom for many years 
to secure a clerical position with the Legis- 
lature, until at last he obtained election to 
the Ssnate, where he served four years.

Wedding bells and Christenas chimes have 
rung out over the pathway of the great 
tornado which swept through St. Louis on 
the memorable Wednesday, May 27, 1896, 
just one year ago to-day, 

The snows of winter have covered ugly 
ruins since then. Other rains and other 
storms have beaten down upon the wrecks, 
while the smoke and dust of commerce 
put a temporary pall upon the hideous 
specters that remained to taunt the living 
and immortalize the dead. 

Then spring came again, and with it the

startling relief upon the gray and seamed 
remains of the old structures. The Soulard 
Market, a landmark of the town, is en- 
larged and more than restored, but the 
Seventh street front is still in ancient form 
and its customers are happy again. The 
school buildings, seven in number, begin- 
ning with the CHnton, are all in thorough 
repair, having been fully rebuilt during tne 
close of last summer. 

Trinity Church js again a beautiful and 
substantial edifice. Along Third street the 
small and old storehouses that went down 
before the‘storm have been superseded by 
new and better buildings. The foundries 
and factories between Cedar and Atlantic 
streets, from the Laclede Brass Works to 
the American Boat-building Yards on 
Atlantic, have come up again larger and 
better than before. 

Where the storm wrought ruin to homes 
in the vicinity of Lafayette Park, modern 
houses now cover the tornado’s course. 
This is especially true of Whitemore place, 
Missouri and Mississippi! avenues. The 
park itself is slowly poanng back to its 
pristine loveliness. The ew beautiful 
shade trees left standing by the storm are 
rehabilitated, and a carpet of green grass 
is everywhere. Parks are not recoverable 
in a year. Fallen forests must wait the 
action of nature. and it will be several 
years yet before Lafayette Park will be the 
beautiful spot it was before the tornado 
fell upon it. 

South St. Louis is getting back to old-time 
prosperity and a boom in the real estate of 
that se@tion is anticipated by next fall. 
Clear out to Grand avenue and beyond, 
every block contains from two to a dozen 
new homes, while fresh bu'ldings are every 
where in course of construction. The old 
City Hospital is about the ouly conspicuous 
monument to the storms ravages left un- 
touched.

An Alleged Divine Healer Going to 
Clayton as a Lindell Rail- 
way Feeder. 


A man with flowing brown hair and 
beard, coarse features and of slovely ap- 
pearance, clad in a dirty black cassock, oc- 
cupies room 214A In the hotel at the north- 
west corner of Twontieth and Market 
streets. 

He is August Schrader, “divine healer.” 
Schrader was in St. Louis about eighteen 
months ago and drew large crowds at Al- 
ton, Ill. While there the statement was 
circulated that he was an imposter and had 
been in jail-at Flora, Ill., for misrepresenta- 
tion. 

Schrader and George Berriman, his man- 
ager, who accompanies him, have selected 
Clayton, Mo.; for the field of their labors 
this time, 

They sfrived in St. Louis Wedngsday 
night. Schrader told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday that they came direct 


from Boston, having traversed all the East- 
ern fates since his last appearance in St. 
uis. ; 

He ‘was asked about the charge ,that he 
was living under and assumed name and 
had been in jail. 

“Tt is not true,” he said. “I feel no hesi- 
tancy in returning to St. Louis because of 
those stories that were circulated. 

‘No, ere’s no truth in it,’’ put in Berri- 
man. “I telegraphed the Mayor of Flora, 
lll.; as soon as the etory came out and he 
replied that it was not true. It was said 
that Schrader remained in Flora five days, 
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representing himself as a minister of the 
ae a and collecting money for the poor. 

ertainly in a town of 1,500 inhabitante, if a 
man remained several days pretending to 
be a minister, the Mayor would know some 
thing about it.’’ 

“I never stopped in Flora,” eaid Schra- 
der, taking up the discourse where his 
manager left off. “I have passed through 
there, but I never make such small towns. 
I usually select cities of not less than 25,- 
000 inhabitants and such as have daily news- 
papers.”’ 

‘‘Why do you give the preference to news- 
paper towns?’ 

‘‘Well, the newspapers like to print some- 
thing about me, They wan’t news. I don’t 
care myself, whether they give me notices 
or not. Then there are usually more peo- 
ple to be healed in such towns.”’ 

Shrader leaned against the wall during 
the interview. There was no paper on the 
wall and the plaster rubbed off on his cas- 
sock and flowing hair. He wears his hair 
parted in the middle and in every way tries 
to model his appearance after the pictures 
of the Great Physician. M4He is partially 
successful, but puffed cye _ lids, coarse 
features and a ruddy complexion detract 
from the resemblance. Large feet, in heavy 
shoes, visible under the hem of the cassock, 
add to the incongruity of the make-up, the 
effect of which is increased by his ungram- 
matical language, 

“My power is all from God,” continued 
Schrader. “I have no power of myself. By 
the laying on of hands I heal every payeics: 
affliction. Of course when a man has lost 
a leg or other member of the body I cannot 
restore it. I do not try that and anyone 
who comes to me with one leg and expects 
to recover the other will be disappointed. 
I have been healing by the laying on of 
hands ever since I was 13 years old and 
have been before the public since 1895. I was 
born at Ellisville, Wis., and have had the 
power ever since I was born. When I was 
at home not long ago my mother told me 
I would be $1 years old June 92 next. 
thought I was not over 2. One time I 
was in the presence of a sick person 
and something told me to lay my hands on 
that sick person and he would be healed. I 
have exercised the power ever since.’’ 

“How do you exercise it now?” 

“By the laying on of hands and the bless- 
ing of handkerchiefs. I accept in payment 
whatever is offered, but make no specific 
charge. Of course t must have food and 
clothes and light. 

‘‘The reasons we do not hold meetings in 
St. Louis,’’ remarked Berriman, ‘‘is that we 
could not find a hall large enough to hol 
the crowds without blocking the streets, 
which is against the city ordinance. We 
have arranged with the management of the 
Lindell Railroad Co. to furnish us a hall at 
Clayton, and we will hold meetings there one 
week beginning next Saturday morning.” 

Schrader said that in his travels he never 
met Schlatter, the Divine Healer, who 
created a sensation in the West eighteen

INTIMATE VIEW 
OF TOM BLYTHE. 


THE CALIFORNIA MILLIONAIRE 
WAS NOT OVERECCENTRIO, 


WAYMAN C. BUDD KNEW HIM. 


A Former Well-Known St. Louisan 
Discusses the Californian Whose 
Money Caused a Wrangle. 


“A good deal of weather-beaten romance 
has been called out by the final disposition 
of the famous Blythe estate in California, 
now forever settled by the United States 
Supreme Court,” said @ tall, spare man of 
aristocratic bearing, faultless attire and 
strong lines in a sharp, keen intellectual 
face, as he lolled in a big feather chair at 


the Planters’. 

“T knew old Tom Blythe in San Francisco 
as well as I know you and better. He wag 
not a miser, as the newspapers now des- 
cribe him. He was noteccentric. He was 
aman about town. His only noticeable 
peculiarity was his reticence about himself. 
He was a bold and daring speculator, and 
quite liberal and open-hearted, as the suc- 
cessful men of Frisco all were in those 


days.” 
“If Tom Blythe had been a miser or a 
lusus naturae, or a peculiar genius, he never 
would have piled up the fortune he did.” 
The speaker was Wayman Crowe Budd, 
son of one of the earlier Presidents of the 
St. Louis School Board, and ote § years ago 
one of the best known men in St. Louis. The 
elder Budd was the close intimate of the 
elder Wayman Crowe, as were many others, 
and there was a period of three or four 
years when in that region on Broadway 
and Chouteau avenue where they all lived 
all the male babies were called “W, Cc." 
“King Herod once did other things to male 
babies,” said W. C. Budd, as he lolied in his 
hair, “but our fathers went a step 
nd named them after Wayman 
Crowe. there were a dozen of them— 
maybe twadozen. The only two that have 
survived t yrocess so far as I know are 
Wayman C.\McCreery and Wayman C. 
dd. 
as is many years since W. C. Budd lived 
in St. Louis. He went to California in the 
early 60’s, became a bank clerk and gold 
dust buyer for D. O. Mills in Sacramento, 
and was one of the organizers of the San 
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Highest Honors—World’s Fair, 
Gold Medal, Midwinter Fair.

Francisco Stock and Exchange Board, and 
in the big bonanza days he and James R. 
Keene were known as the lightning brokers. 

Keene operated for himself, and took $4,- 
000,000 out of the market. Budd was broker 
for W. C. Ralston, William Sharon, John P. 
Jones and other heavy-weights, in opposi- 
tion to Flood and O’Brien, but Budd never 
made anything for himself. 

He was for a period of ten years the most 


elegant gentleman in San Francisco, as he] 


was the best dressed man. The Post-Dis- 
patch reporter took in this reminiscence as 
the smoke from Budd’s cigar ‘“‘combed” 
around his perfectly white mustache. 

Yes, Tom Blythe,” he said, “‘was neither 
& miser or a mystery. He was a splendid 
good fellow. We didn’t used to ask ques- 
tions in San Francisco about each other’s 
ancestry, and his reticence therefore passed 
without comment. He was always fashion. 
ably dressed, he would breakfast with Rals- 
ton, dine with me perhaps, and go to lunch 
whenever he chose, but always expensively. 
His words was his margin. I have bought 
$100,000 worth of Con. Virginia for him on 
the mere nod of his head, and sold it and 
$100, 000 more short, without scrap of a pen. 

Tom Blythe was not nearly as rich when 
he died as the public believes. He owned a 
business block in San Francisco and about 
fifty square miles of wild lands down on 
the Colorado River. His San Francisco 
building is old, and not half modern. I see 
the estate is now valued in the newspapers 
at $6,000,000. That is absurd. When Blythe 
died—I was in San Francisco then—nobody 
thought he was worth more than $600,000. 
Since then the estate has been depleted to 

ay lawyers. Delmas, who took young 

lorence’s case on commission, got near! 
$150,000 as a fee, and is now a retired capi- 
talist. I do not think there is much left of 
the estate, except the old Blythe block, 
which is only valuable because of its mar- 
ket street front. If Mrs. Hinkley, the youn 
daughter of old Tom, has more than tha 
left, she is lucky.” 

Mr. Budd says he comes to St. Louls 
about once in s0 many years. And then he 
goes down to Chouteau avenue and Fifth 
street to see where he was born. He is 
now about 58, straight as an arrrow, ele- 
gant in attire, and with the bearing of a 
prince.
